Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  hand  you  my  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Condition  of  the  Town  for  the  year  1908. 

I.  BIRTHS.-  There  were  235  births  registered  in  the 
District,  121  being  males  and  114  females  ;  this  gives  a 
birth  rate  of  20.09  per  thousand.  In  1907  the  rate  was 
17.56  ;  in  1906,  21.48  ;  in  1905,  22.00  and  in  1904,  24.6. 

II.  DEATHS , -  Hie  number  of  deaths  registered  was  139. 
Of  these  33  did  not  belong  to  the  District,  this  leaves  a 
total  of  106  for  Newmarket  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death 
rate  of  9.06  per  thousand.  In  1907  the  rate  was  9.8  :  in 
1906,  10.3  .and  in  1905,  8.9.  We  therefore  have  still  an 
exceptionally  low  death  rate. 
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the  age  of  one  year  — 

thousand  births.  The  jrtft*  rate  In  1898  was  175  per 

thousand.  Of  the  15  infants  registered,  six  died  from  premature 
birth,  two  from  debility,  two  from  Tuberculosis  disease,  one  from 
Tuberculous  Peritonitis,  one  from  Bronchitis,  one  from  Gastritis 
and  two  from  Congenital  defects.  There  were  14  deaths  among 
children  under  one  year  of  age  in  1907  and  31  in  1906. 

The  average  death  rate  per  thousand  at  all  ages  for  the  last 
four  years  is  9,5. 

Hub  PRINCIPAL  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES  were  responsible  for  4  deaths, 
i  from  Measles  and  3  from  Diphtheria,  Five  deaths  were  due  to 

Influenza.  No  death  from  Diarrhoea  occurred  during  the  year,  in 

1907  there  were  four 

Only  8  deaths  were  due  to  Phthisis  against  14  in  1907,  18 

in  1906,  15  in  1905  and  SO  in  1904.  The  death  rate  from  this 
disease  is  steadily  decreasing  in  the  district,  due,  no  doubt,  to 
better  housing  of  the  Working  classes.  With  Notification,  still 
greater  improvement  would,  probably  be  effected  as  Phthisical 
persons  could  be  kept  under  observation  and  rooms  occupied  by  them 
disinfected  from  time  to  time.  Simple  instructions  for  the  care 
of  the  sick  might  also  be  printed  and  distributed  ;  these  instruct¬ 
ions  should  lay  particular  stress  din  the  disinfection  and  destruct¬ 
ion  of  all  expectoration  ;  cheap  pocket  Spitoons  might  also  be 
distributed,  by  these  means  the  spread  of  the  disease  might  in  a 
great  measure  be  checked.  There  is  no  special  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  Phthisis  in  the  district  ;  some  cases  are  treated  on 
the  open-air  principle  at  the  Union  Infirmary. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFICATION  ACT, -  30  Cases  were  notified 

under  this  Act  -  Nine  of  Enteric  Fever,  ten  of  Diphtheria,  one  of

April-  one  in  May  and  seven  in  November.  Five  were  males  and 
four  females.  In  the  first  two  cases  the  source  of  Infection 


could  not  be  traced.  The  small  Epidemic  which  occurred  in 
November  -  the  first  two  cases  were  mother  and  child.  There 
had  been  a  case  of  Enteric  Fever  in  the  same  house  some  three 
years  before  and  it  was  thought  that  here  might  be  the  source 
of  infection  as  no  other  could  be  found.  The  next  two  cases 
were  the  children  of  one  of  the  Council's  dustmen,  and  it 
appears  that  it  was  part  of  his  duty  to  remove  the  refuse  from 

M 

the  house  of  the  first  two  cases.  The  fifth  casejs  was  the 
child  of  an  Employee  at  the  Council's  Sewage  Works,  and  his 
work  being  on  the  Contact  beds  probably  this  was  the  source 
of  infection.  The  sixth  case  could  not  be  traced,  there  was 
an  old  disused  well  in  the  yard  of  the  house  occupied  by  the 
patient  which  contained  stagnant  water,  and  it  was  recommend¬ 
ed  that  this  should  be  filled  in.  The  next  case  was  in  Exriing 
here  also  the  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced,  except 
that  some  years  before  there  had  been  cases  of  Enteric  in  the 
house  occupied  by  the  patient.  The  well  water  in  this  last 
case  was  analysed  and  found  pure,  in  all  the  other  cases  waiter 
from  the  Company' a  Main  was  u&ed.  Seven  of  the  cases  were 
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removed  to  the  Ir  j.  on  &ie  Forunam

infector.  The  cases,  treated  at  heme  were  supplied  with  San¬ 
itary  tins  for  the  dijecta,  these  were-  removed  early  every 
morning  the  contents  being  burnt  in  the  Council* s  Destructor* 
Disinfectants  were  also  supplied* 


II.  DIPHTHERIA,-  Ten  cases  were  notified,  two  isolated  cases  in 

April .  in  oxie  of  these  cases  foul  water  from  an  old  well  ms 
being  used,  this  war.  closed,  find  the  public  supply  laid  on. 

In  October  and  November  seven  cases  were  notified.  Six  cases 
were  traced  to  a  scholar.  All  the  cases,  but  one,  were  remov¬ 
ed  to  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital.  Antitoxin  was  supplied 
in  nine  of  the  cases  and  swabbing s  taken  from  the  throats  in 
four,  in  which  doubt  existed  as  to  the  diagnosis.  The  Council 
have  authorised  Swabs  to  be  supplied  to  the  Practitioners  in 
•  the  district  for  use  in  doubtful  cases  ;  this  should  prove  a 
great  benefit,  and  will  doubtless  reveal  slight  oases  and  so 
help  to  check  the  development  of  a  serious  Epidemic. 

III.  SCARLET  FEVER.-  All  the  nine  cases  notified  were  promptly 
removed  to  the  Hospital,  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  patients 
were  disinfected  with  Formaline  Vapour,  and  the  bedding. 
Clothes,  &c. ,  in  the  Council's  Steam  Disinfector.  The  source 
of  infection  was  in  all  cases  from  outside  the  Town  ;  the 
disease  being  Epidemic  in  some  of  the  surrounding  villages. 

IV.  MEASLES.-  This  disease  first  broke  out  in  the  Exning  Schools 

having  been  imported  from  an  adjacent  village.  The  Exning 
Schools  -were  closed  on  the  outbreak  being  notified,  and  this 
precaution  checked  the  Epidemic.  A  second  smaller  c

nine  days  in  September,  all  children  from  infected  houses 
being  kept  at  home.  This  measure  had  the  desired  effect.  Coe 
death  occurred  from  this  disea.se  in  the  district. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Heads  of  the  Schools  for  so  promptly 
notifying  the  first  cases  and  so  enabling  precautions  to  be 
taken  which  limited  the  extent  of  the  Epidemic.  The  question 
of  making  Measles  Notifiable  was  considered  by  the  Council  and 
the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Boaed  obtained,  if  the 
Notification  was  made  comp uls ary  for  a  period  of  seven  years. 
It  was  thought. on  the  whole,  that  good  results  could  be  sec¬ 
ured  if  the  Heads  of  Schools  would  co-operate  by  notifying 
the  first  oases  promptly,  and.  this  opinion  seems  to  have  been 
justified  by  the  results  obtained. 


V.  PHERPERA.T.;  FEVER.-  One  cs.se  only  was  notified  -  the  patient  was 
attended  by  an  unskilled  friend  and  the  surroundings  'were 
poor  and  unclean.  The  bedding  was  disinfected  by  steam,  and 
the  Nurse  notified  to  attend  no  more  cases. 


PHYSICAL  FEATURES  &  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  DISTRICT.  -  The  Urban 
District  is,  at  its  lowest  level, via:-  at  Exning,  about  50 
feet  above  sea  level,  the  lowest  point  of  the  town  proper, via: 
at  the  Post  Office,  High  Street,  is  90  feet  above  sea.  level  - 


its  highest  point  being  about  120  feet.  The  character  of  the 
sub-soil  generally  is  chalk,  and  the  town  is  wholly  residential. 
The  surrounding  country  is  open  and  flat. 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  connected  with 
horse- racing,  a  great  number  of  them  being  employed  in  Racing 
stables.  ‘The  occupation  of  the  stableman  is  particularly  heal¬ 
thy,  the  greater  part  of  his  life  being  spent  iu  the  open  air. 
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HOUSE  ACCOMODATION.-  The  Working  classes,  mainly  consisting  of 

Stahle-men,  are  housed  in  brick  cottages  of  -5  or  7  rooms,  cost¬ 
ing  from  £130  to  £300  to  erecbard  commanding  a  rental  of  six 
to  7  shillings  a  week  ;  these  are  now  built  under  Bye-laws 
similar  to  those  of  the  Model  Bye-laws  of  the  Local  Government 
Board.  The  older  part  of  the  town  -  known  as  "The  Rookery"- 
consists  of  chalk-flint  houses  (back  to  back) ,  lath  and  plas¬ 
ter  .and  brick  ;  these  were  erected  prior  to  the  formation  of 
the  old  Local  Board  of  Health  and  consequently  little  or  no 
provision  was  made  for  open  space  round  the  buildings. 

WATER  SUPPLY.-  The  water  supply  is  derived  from  deep  wells  sunk 
in  the  chalk  and  is  at  present  in  the  hands  of  a  private 
company  -  it  is  a  high  pressure  supply.  The  water,  although 
somewhat  hard,  is  of  exceptional  purity.  There  are  also  a 
few  private  wells,  the  water  from  these  is  analysed  when 
occasion  demands  and  if  found,  to  be  contaminated,  the  well  is 
closed  and  the  public  supply  laic  on  Two  wells  have  been 
closed  during  the  year.  Nine  samples  were  taken  altogether. 

MILK  SUPPLY.-  The  supply  of  the  town  is  good, as  shown  by  analysis, 
for  access  to  the  analyses  I  am  endebted  to  the  Inspector 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

DAIRIES  have  been  regularly  visited  and  found  clean  &  well  kep 
COWSHEDS  have  also  been  frequently  visited  and  found  in  good 
order,  no  overcrowding  of  beasts  ;  the  interiors  of  the  sheds 
are  lime -washed  twice  yearly. 

TEE  FOOD  &  DRIJQ-S  ACT.-  The  administration  of  this  Act  is  in  the 

S 

hands  of  the  Police,  who  take  samples  for  analysis  and  pros¬ 
ecute  when  adulterations  are  found. 

The  Meat  Supply  of  Newmarket  is  good,  no  carcase  or  parts 


of  carcases  have  been  condemned  during  the  year.

EDUCATION  ACT.-  The  Urban  District  Council  take  no  part  in  the 
administration  ct  Jiis  Act,  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Countv 
Council  who  have  appointed  their  own  Medical  Inspector.

lh8  ° oedrd  Disinfect-'or  is  ^eing  constantly  used  for  disin¬ 
fecting  articles  of  bedding,  clothing,  etc., from  houses  where 

infectious  disease  has  taken  place,  with  very  good  results. 
NUIS.at<C!3S.-  ico  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with  and  the 
Nuisance  abated.  A  House  to  House  inspection  has  been  made  in 
the  older  &  poorer  quarters  of  the  town  ;  this  has  revealed 
Sanitary  defects  which,  in  many  cases,  have  been  remedied. 

Io  is  the  practice  of  Farmers  outside  the  district  to  rem¬ 
ove  large  quantities  of  exceedingly  foul  smelling  manure,  on 
which  frequently  pigs  have  been  kept,  from  the  various  stables 

in  1jhe  'Gown*  It  is  removed  in  open  carts  and  is,  as  a  rule 
badly  loaded  so  that  a  quantity  of  it  is  dropped  on  the  way

I  would  suggest,  that  bye-laws  which  deal 
as  regards  covering  wagons-  should  be  en¬ 


forced,  as  the  droppings  from  the wage ns  may  be  blown  about, 
contaminating  the  air,  and.  this  might  probably  give  rise  to 
3ome  dangerous  disease. 

SCHOOLS.-  ‘The  Public  Elementary  Schools  have  been  frequently  visited. 
The  water  supply  to  the  Lavatories  in  St. Mary's  Boys*  School 
was  found  to  be  defective,  the  drainage  also  needs  remedying, 
as  the  flushing  is  deficient. 

The  Urinal  in  All  Saints'  Boys'  School  requires  freer 
Ventilation.  It  has  been  recommended,  that  these  detects  be 
made  good. 

FACTORIES  &  WORKSHOP  ACTS.-  Among  these  the  Dairies,  Ice-cream  and. 
Sweet  Shops,  Bakehouses,  and  other  food  purveying  shops  have 
been  visited,  the  sanitary  conditions  investigated  and  found 
good.  In  the  workshops,  for  makers  of  wearing  apparal,  one 
case  of  overcrowding  was  found,  this  has  been  remedied.  As 
to  outworkers  -  it  has  been  found  that  the  work  of  these  shops 
is  done  on  the  premises,  no  outwork  being  given  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  a,  few  odd  jobs  at  busy  times.  Various  Laundries 


have  been,  visited  but  no  alteration  has  been  found  necessary. 
There  is  only  one  underground  Bakehouse  in  the  district,  as 
this  is  kept  clean  and  well  ventilated  it  is  recommended  that 
that  it  shall  be  registered  for  a  further  period  of  twelve 
months.  The  Bakehouses,  which  have  been  regularly  visited. 


are  clean  and  well  kept, 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. -  These  have  been  regularly  visited  and  found  on 

the  whole  clean  and  well  kept.  Some  of  these  do  not  complete¬ 
ly  conform  to  the  Bye-laws  but,  as  the  Council  have  decided 


that  after  January  1st  they  shall  all  be  registered.,  doubtless 
the  necessary  alterations  will  be  made.  Lime- washing  and. 
cleansing  has  been  carried  out  at  frequent  intervals  accord! n 
to  instructions. 


The  Council  have  now  under  consideration  the  advisabilit 
of  adopting  the  Infectious  Disease  Prevention  Act,  1890.  and 
parts  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1907.

I  oeg  to  submit  my  report  as  Surveyor  and  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  from  the  time  I  took  up  the  duties  on  May  the  18th 
to  the  end  of  the  year  1908, 

SCAVENGING. 

xhe  treatment  of  certain  roads,  some  with  Tar via,  others 
with  Tao?  has  greatly  minimised  the  Scaveiiging  and  Street  water¬ 
ing  since  June,  this  fact  being  proved  by  the  expenditure  as 
compared  with  the  estimated  amount,  and  I  consider  there  is  no 
doubt  but  that  the  experiment  has  been  a  success.  The  scaveng¬ 
ing  of  the  town  has  been  systematically  carried  out,  and  a  sum 
is  now  oein  reaixswd  from  the  sale  of  the  street  sweepings, 
which  have  hitherto  been  given  away, 

SEWERAGE. 


Many  house  inspections  have  been  made  with  a  view  to- 
having  properties  connected  to  the  Sewer  where  necessary.  Some 
40  houses  have  been  connected,  and  although  alterations  may  be 
necessary  to  many  existing  drains  -  I  believe  there  are  now  not 
a  great  number  cf  unconnected  houses. 

The  drainage  of  15  houses  in  Stanley  Road  has  been  a  con¬ 
tinual  source  ox  trouble  and  nuisance,  but  the  steps  now  being 
taken  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1875,  and  the  Public  Health 

Amendment  Act  1890  will,  I  hope,  effectually  remedy  the  present 
state  of  affairs. 

An  an tf flooding  valve  has  been  fixed  at  Messrs,  A, J. Jones' s 

and  will  I  hope  prevent  the  flooding  which  has  hitherto  fre- 
quently  occurred.

Several  improvements  have  been 


effected,  the  most  important  being  the  sinking  of  a  well,  4  feet 
in  diameter  and  28  feet  deep,  and  the  fixing  of  a  small  donkey 
Engine  which  working  against  a  head  of  45  feet  supplies  a  1000 
gallon  tank  with  water  for  the  boilers  and  air  compressors 

The  analysis  of  this  water  was  distinctly  good,  and  I  hope 
that  very  shortly  all  the  water  needed  both  for  the  Engines 
and  for  supplying  the  three  houses  occupied  by  the  workmen  will 
be  obtained  from  this  well,  thereby  saving  an  annual  charge. 

The  ventilation  of  the  Engine  house  has  also  been  greatly 
improved. 

A  quantity  of  old  material  and  the  tipping  wagons  and  rails 
have  been  sold  and  realised  £28. 


Good  Crops  of  Mangolds  and.  Kohl  Rabi  have  been  grown  at 
the  Newmarket  Farm,  and  a  Crop  of  Oats  averaging  18.75  coombs 
per  acre  at  the  Exning  outfall  works.

I  have,  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  made  a

number  of  Sanitary  inspections  in  the  poorer  localities,  and 
as  a  result,  various  notices  have  been  served  and  many  defects 
remedied* 

ilie  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  shops  have  been  inspected 
at  intervals,  also  the  Slaughter  Houses* 

In  October  I  presented  a  special  report  on  the  above  and 
compiled  a  register  in  each  case.  The  Council  then  decided 
that  each  Slaughter  House  should  be  licensed  after  Dec.  31st, 

Several  premises  were  inspected  and  reported  on  and  are 
now  registered  as  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

I  have  mads  a  number  of  inspections  under  the  Factory  & 
Workshops  Act, 1901.  and  have  prepared  a  register.  In  all  cases 
where  notice  vra,s  given  the  necessary  work  was  carried  out. 

A  case  of  exposing  Fish  for  sale  in  the  Market  which  was 
unfit  for  human  food,  was  dealt  with,  by  the  Magistrates  on 
December  22nd.  and  a  fine  of  £2.  2.  0  was  imposed. 

9  Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  and  submitted  for 
Analysis,  and  when  found  unfit  for  domestic  use  the  Company’s 
water  has  been  laid  on.
